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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 15-18 are allowed. 

The cancellation of Claims 19-23 has rendered moot the 112, first paragraph enablement 
rejection. 

For the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection over claims 18-20 of 
copending Application No. 10/380653, Applicants elect to file a terminal disclaimer upon the 
allowance of the latter application. 

The cancellation of Claims 19-23 has rendered moot the 112 first paragraph written 
description rejection. 

Audia (6107307) discloses a 3-bicyclic heteroaryl-8-azabicyclo-[3.2.1]-oct-2-enes for 
inhibition of serotonin reuptake. However, Audia is not prior art since it was filed on 6-7-1999, 
claiming the benefit of provisional appUcation 60/089951, filed on 6-19-1998, which is after the 
instant priority date. Furthermore, the instant is drawn to a conpound wherein Rl is thienyl, 2- 
(3-methoxymethyl)-thienyl, unsubstituted quinoUnyl, benzofuryl, benzothienyl, benzothiazolyl, 
thieno[3.2-b]thienyl or thieno[2.3-b]thienyl, or 2-(3-bromo)benzofuryl or 2-(3- 
bromo) benzothienyl, as specifically described in claim 16. Audia, however, only claims a 3- 
bicyclic heteroaryl-8-azabicyclo-[3.2.1]-oct-2-enes, especially a 3-indolyl-8-azabicyclo-[3.2.1]- 
oct-2-enes, that has to be substituted by one or two substituents selected from the recited genus.
